Sad Tale of the Sea Otter 


It would seem a far cry from the offshore 
oil giveaway to the Aleutian sea otter, yet the 
enactment of the former is at the moment 
standing in the way of the preservation of 
the latter. The mischief which the. Submerged 
Lands Act of 1953 can do is apparently as 
endless as it is unpredictable. 

Sea otters, which once lived. by the tens 
of thousands in Alaskan and North Pacific 
waters, were so intensely hunted during the

000. The herds were reduced so greatly that 
it was no longer profitable to hunt them com- 
mercially when the United States acquired 
Alaska, and hunting has been barred since
